In 1818 the Hottentots had to struggle 
with great difficulties, in consequence of 
the scarcity ant high price of the necessa- 
iries of life. Digtress roused most of them 
‘to greater exert#n than usual in cultivation. 

In conformity, with the advice of Mr. 
Latrobe, oaks, poplars, and other trees, 
were plaated, both here and at Groege- 
kloof, in considerable numbers. The un- 
usual drought which followed in 18138, 
proved injurious to these young planta- 
tions; but the work was resumed, with re- 
newed spirit, last year. 

In writing to Mr. Latrobe, under date of 
Oct. 12, 1818, Mr. Hallbeck draws a fine 
picture of Gnadenthal, in the season of 
Spring :— 

‘** You have lost a great deal, by not see-

The effects of the Caffre War were pain- 
fully felt in Gnadenthal, as well as Groene- 
\kloof. Mr. Hallbeck writes, March 25, 
'1819— 

“Here, at Gnadenthal, we have also 
hed our share of the public calamity. Of 
our ablest men, 99 are taken for the Pub- 
lic Service; and many a women and child 
are left here without a supporter. In Gna- 
denthal are 1033 women and children, and 
at least 100 men, unfit for heavy work ; 
and, after the loss of 99 young men for the 

Public Service, scarcely 250 working hauds 
are left to support the whole population of 
the place.” 

The spiritual interests of the Settlement 
prosper Ameng the Missionaries them- 
selves, brotherly love prevails; and, in the 
Longragitren, the graco ef God abenude.

The name of this Station has been 
changed, out of respect to the memory of 
Mr. Pacalt; who died in November 1818, 
universally lamented. He left all his pro- 
perty, amounting to about 3000 rix-dollars, 
to the Society. 

Mr. Campbell and Mr. Philip visited this 
Station in June last. There were then 
velonging to the Settlement 24 men, 22 
women, 41 boys, and 54 girls; but, on 
Sundays, many Hattentots attend Divine 
Worship from the vicinity. Seventy chil- 
dren attend School.” Sixty-four persons, 
old and young, can read. 

The people support themselves by wood- 
cutting, needle-work, cultivating gardens, 
driving waggons to Cape Town, &c. They 
possess 5 waggons, 150 oxen, 100 cows, 
and 53 calves. Land is in cultivation for 
receiving about 100 sacks of wheat-seed. 

_Mr. Campbell’s further report of the ra- 
pid progress of civilization at this Settle- 
ment, affords another proof of the power 
of Christianity in elevating men from sloth 
and misery to activity and comfort :— 

** Six years ago, when our late brother 
Pacalt arrived at the Kraal of Hottentots 
residing there, nota field or garden was to 
be seen—nothing bat afew miserable huts, 
and the inhabitants clothed in tattered 
sheep-skins: every thing wore the aspect 
of extreme wreichedness. Now, it is sur- 
rounded by a strong wall, six feet high, 
five feet thick at bottom, and two at top, 
and measuring 6767 feet round. Their 
enclosures, for holding horses, oxen, sheep, 
&e. measure 938 feet; and those enclosing 
the gardens, 3396 feet. They bave two 
large artificial pools of water, formed on a 
declivity with great labour, for 
dnjnk to their cattlhe—a Church capable of 
ef ini 200 persons, which is used us a 
ScBool during the. week—with excellent

“ When th@ Mission commenced, there 
was not a yard of cotton cloth to be seen 
in the Kraal—now, on the Lord’s Day, al- 
most every femate in the Place of Worship 
is as neatly attired as those of any country 
congregation in England They behave 
with uncommon decorum during the whole 
time of Worship: and retire, with stillness 
jandin an orderly manner; the women 
ifirst, then the men and the beys.”

| Letter received from Mr. Ullbricht :-— 
| * Nearly 800 head of cattle have been 

taken from Theopolis; which we were 
‘obliged to see driven away, without being 
lable to prevent it. We are surrounded 
with Cailres, who are only waiting an op- 
pertunity to rushaw upon us. The whole 
country between this and Uitenbagen is de- 
serted by its inhabitants. The woman and 
children sleep in the Place qf Worship ; 
and the Church and Village ate defend 
by 100 of our people in possesion of fire- 
arms. Allis confusion and distress. 

‘Our friends at Graham’s ‘Town have 
invited us to come to them; but 1 cannot 
prevail on myself to quit my station. Were 
we to leave the place, the houses would 





stroyed—and the Hottentots would be dis- 
couraged. I am, therefore, resolyed to 
abide where I am, trusting in the Lord. 
Our eyes are unto Him. He only can help!

The formation of thisSettlement,inApril, 
1818, was stated in the last “ Survey ;” 
and the dangers and distress which befell 
it in the February following have been de- 
tailed. We regret to have to add fur- 
ther melancholy statements on this subject. 

Soon after the arrival of the Missiona- 
ries, with the help of some Hottentots who 
settled on their laud, and whose numbers 
soon increased to one hundred and fifty- 
five,the preparation of a temporaryChurch 
and Dwellings, Corn-mill,. Smithy, Gar- 
dens, and Corn-fields, was effected; and 
the Settlement was making rapid advan- 
ces: but the flattering prospect was son 
blighted. The Caffre War broke out: a 
horde of savages lodged themselves in the 
glen, near the Infant Settlement ; and, in 
the beginning of the present year, the 
Missionaries sustained three distinct attacks, 
in which 600 head of cattle were driven 
off, which reduced them to the extremity 
of distress ; and, on the 14th of April, 
NINE CIIRISTIAN HOTTENTOTS WERE MURDERED 
AND CRUELLY MUTILATED. 

- The Missionaries thus feelingly de- 
scribe their sitaation :— 

‘* All the nine men who were murdered 
had families of small children, and four of 
of their wives, were pregnant. The la- 
mentations of the poor women and chil- 
dren pierced our very hearts. All our 
endeavors to soothe their grief, and wd- 
minister comfort to them, were vain. 
They were quite disconsolate. The fath- 
ers were dead: their cattle, which had 
hitherto supplied them with meat and 
milk, were all stolen ; and they were re- 
duced to the greatest extremity, and we 
were notsure but that every moment an 
attack would be made upon us, to murder 
us also. Our Hottentots had lost all cour- 
age. Countless, indeed, were the sighs, 
tears, and pra which we offered up to 
our God and Saviour, during these days of 
horror and anguish. There being no ox- 
en left, we could not quit the place, omac-

and to go out in quest of more was risking 
the further less of life.” 

They contrived, at length, to apprize 
the Laddrost of their dreadful situation. 
By his kind exertions, the -Congregation 
was withdrawn, on the 17th of April, to 
Uitenhagen, and partial relief afforded 
them. ‘They heard, soon afterwards, that 
all they had left behind, together with the 
cornfields and gardens, was laid in ashes 
and utterly destroyed ; first by the Caffres, 
and then by the elephants. ‘lhe fugitives 
were still in a state of the greatest distress, 
attacked by fever, and in the utmost want 
of the necessaries of life, all provisions 
being excessively dear. 

In the midst ef these accumulated suf- 
ferings, the faith and patience of the Mis- 
sionaries remained unshaken. 

They write— 

“We have more reason to thank theLord 
for His protection, than to complain. He 
alone knows what still awaits us; but we 
trust in Him to support us under all afllic- 
tions; and we feel it our duty, with a 
willing heart to remain with ovr Congre- 
gation, which, with us, hope te ceturn to 
the Witte Revier when peaceis restored.” 
This calamitous event has excited much 
sympathy and benevolence, among Chris-; 
tians of various denominations in England ; 
and prompt and liberal aid has been ren- 
dered to these exemplary sufferers in the 
cause of their Saviour.

Mr. Thomas Bevan and Mr. David Jones 
visited this Island, from Mauritius, im Avu- 
gust 1818, and continued there till Ost. 
‘They were kindly received at Tamatave, 
where they landed ; and at such other pla- 
ces as they visited. 

Near Tamatave, at the residence of Mr. 
Bragg, an English Gentleman, they open- 
eda School, by way of experiment, and 
much to their satisfaction. The Natives 
manifested great anxiety for the education 
of their children, . 

The Missionaries having returned to 
Mauritius in October, Mr. and Mrs, Jones 
proceeded from that Island to Tamatave 
in the month following, and were heartily 
welcomed. A School-House was begun 
on a piece of ground given by the Chief, 
Jean Kene. Mr. and Mrs. Bevan left Mau- 
ritius, at the end of December, for Foule- 
pointe ; which place, with its adjacent #il- 
lages, gave promise of being an eligible 
Station. 

Bat the hand of Death has arrested the 
progress of these Christian Laborers!

Extract of a letter from Messrs. Gordon and 
Dawson,dated Vizagapatam,June 24, 1819. 


“ We think the prospect at this mission 
brightens. There is evidently an increas- 
ing desire to hear. The subject of dis- 
course hecomes, among the more learned 
of the Natives, more interesting. They 
often converse and even dispute among 
themselves. This we learn by the many 
almost daily applications made to us for 
farther information upon the subjects of 
discussion. The Schools also give a pleas- 
ing prospect of good among the young per- 
sous who attend. Within the last few! 
months an additional school has been open- 
ed with favorable promise. We have now 
four native schools, and one native English 
school, which comprehend an average of 


gress. In some of the schools, there are 
boys who are able to repeat from 100 to 
150 verses without an error, and who evi- 
dently grow in acquaintance with Chris- 
tianity.”’ 


MADRAS MISSIONARY MEETING, May,1819 

Letter from the Rev. R. Knill, Missionary, 
on his voyage home, on the account of the 
state of his health. 

Indian Ocean, Ship Richmond, June 30, 1819. 

‘It will be gratifying to you, my dear 
sir, and it will gladden the hearts of our 
friends to know,that while you were cele- 
brating the Missionary Anniversary in the 
metropolis of Britain, we were engaged in 
the same delightful work in the idola- 
trous city of Madras, Our spirits united 
with the thousands of the British Israel in a- 
doring our matchless Redeemer. Our uni- 
ted prayers ascended to the mercy-seat 
for the prosperity of Zion. * Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done, O Lord.’ 

‘The meetings was peculiarly interest- 
ing. We felt ourselves surrounded with 
idolaters. ‘The business was conducted 
by those, whose life was to be spent in the 
Missionary cause. Our funds were raised 
by many who had received eternal bles- 
sings from the labors of your Institution, 
and who count it their highest honor to 
promote the divine glory. Yes, sir, some 
have ascended to heaven, and many are 
travelling thither who will praise God for 
ever and ever that you sent the gospel to 
them. 

‘Mr. Traveller, and one of the Church 
Missionaries preached on the occasion. 
‘Mr. Lynch, Wesleyan Missionary, and Mr. 
Grifiiths, Baptist Missionary, assisted: in the 
devotional services. Several solemn and

ple. from.whom | had long been separated, 
acd from whom I was soon tp be sep cate 
for éyér in this world, the sight over- 
wnelmed me :—and I could only weep 
when I wished to speak.

Since diy arrival at Madras, J have bad 
two pine disputations with Brahmins, 
who actually requested an investigation in- 
to the. Christian religion, when I under- 
took to prove the infinite superiority of the 
Christian scheme of salvation to any other, 
and the absurdity of idol worship, even up- 
on rational principles, and the guilt attach- 
ed to all-who adhere-to it. My house, on 
the first evening, was numerously attend- 
ed with ‘both Brahmans, and others of dif- 
ferent castes, besides. number of the de- 
scendants of Europeans. On the second, 
it was-crowded-to excess, and my verandas 
both back and front, were occupied by the 
natives:” After ‘making ‘a number of in- 
quiries with a view to ascertain the natu- 
ral and mora} tendency of their religion, 
and then to institute a comparison between 
it and the ‘Christian, we were detained. 
The question I proposed ee too in- 
tricate forthe Brabmin’s solfftion ; and be- 
ing unable to give satisfaction, on being 
urged repeatedly to do so, he was severely 
animadverted upon by the numerous friends 
he had called together, and has since been 
the object of sport and derision of the great- 
er part of his tountrymen who were pre- 
sent on the occfsion. ne 


In the Missionary Free School at Madras, 
are several intelligent boys, about tweaty 
of whom meét every Saturday evening at 
the Schoolmaster’s house, to receive reli- 
gious instruetion, and their preficiency is 
remarkably encouraging, of which we pre- 
sent the following instance as a specimen :—- 
At the time when the spasmodic cholera 
was raging at Madras, a boy, a Roman Cath- 
olic, belonging to the school, went up to 
one of the Missionaries, and said, “ Sir, | 
have got acure for the cholera.”

Very Drax Srr,—By our joint letter to 
Dr. Worcester, you will learn the leading 
particulars of our voyage, and will bless 
God for his goodness to us in temporal 
things. But there is a still higher cause 
for gratitude, The Lord has been with 
us by the: special influences of His Spirit. 
The particulars you will have in our pub- 
lic Journal, to be forwarded from Calcutta, 
but we judge it froper to give you a gen- 
eral view of the work, by the first convey- 
ance which may offer. 

We found the seamen at first like the 
greater part of this forlorn, or we avould 
rather say neglected, hope of Society, 
“ without God in. the world.” Of some it 
might be said, “they had not so much as 
heard whether there be any Holy Ghost.” 
One of them did not know how Christ died ; 
and more thap one did not understand the 
design of the Lerd’s Supper.

At 
evening all on board were collected on 
deck, under a fair moon. ~Such a meeting 
was perhaps never seen on the great wa- 
ters, The still small yoice which had been 
whispering alarm to so many, became a 
mighty rushing wind, which shoek every 
soul.

LATEST FROM SPAIN. 


Capt. Davis, who has arrived at Gloucester, 
from Malaga, and Gibralter, in 36 days, furnisb- 
es the following statement of News :— 


That the Revolution in Spain had not ex- 
tended to the interior provinces, but it was 
thought it had arrived at such a crisis that noth- 
ing short of a complete revolution was at hand. 
That the Royalists had possession of Cadiz, but 
the revolutionists were making preparations to 
go against the Cota Dura, and probably would 
have possession of it in a very short time. That 
the Constitotiénal army near Cadiz amounted to 





the royal troops in the vicinity in which the lat- 
ter were defeated, with the loss of 1000 ;—That 
Algeziras was in possession ef the Constitution- 
alists; and that a division of 3000 men were said 
to be within three leagues ef Maiaga when Capt. 
D. sailed ; and had sent to the Governor, order- 
ing him to ptepare rations for the troops, and 1’ 
in order the city. That there were [00 roy- 
al troops in Malaga, who would join the deliver-! 
ers of their country as soon as practicable ;—and, 
that, in fact, one general sentiment seemed to 
pervade all ranks of people of Spain—a deter 
mination to throw off the chains which ha¥e so 
long enslaved them. He further adds; that the 
Constitutional army was Composed of fine troops, 
well officered, well fed, clothed, paid; &c, that 
they are under the most strict discipline, and be- 
have with the greatest propriety ; and that it ap- 
peared their only object was to establish the Cor- 
tes. They met no opposition at Algeziras and 
St. Roque, and would meet with none at Malaga.
